SUPPLEMENTARY REPORT OF INSURANCE ACTS COMMITTEE, 1928-29. 


MEDICAL CERTIFICATION. 
(Continuation of paras. 13-19 of Annual Report.) 


73. The Committee is now in a ition to place before the 
Conference and Panel Committee the wording of the proposed 
Article setting up new machinery for dealing with cases 
where a prima facie case exists for considering that a practi- 
tioner has failed to exercise reasonable care in the issue of a 
medical certificate. The draft is the outcome of discussions 
between the Committee, representatives of approved societies, 
and the Ministry. The latter has also been in separate con- 
sultation with the Approved Societies’ Consultative Council! 
and representatives of Insurance Committees. 


74. It will probably not be out of place to state briefly the 
origin of the draft Article. At the 1926 Panel Conference 
Sir Walter Kinnear of the Ministry of Health drew attention 
to the great increase in the amount expended by approved 
societies in that year on sickness benefit as compared with the 
previous year, which fact had given rise to considerable 
anxiety. Sir Walter Kinnear, in effect, asked the representa- 
tives present to use their influence with their colleagues to be 
careful in the matter of certifying insured persons as being 
unfit for work. 


75. At that time certain sections of those interested in the 
work of the National Health Insurance Acts expressed the 
view, both orally and in the press, that the increased claims 
for sickness benefit were due in no inconsiderable part to 
laxity. of certification on the part of insurance practitioners. 
In order to endeavour to ascertain the cause of the great 
increase in the number of sickness claims, Sir Arthur Robinson 
asked representatives of the Committee to confer with him 
With this end in view. The outcome of these discussions sub- 
stantiated the view taken by the Committee that the general 
body of insurance practitioners in the country had not altered 
its standard of certification and commenced certifying insured 
persons as incapable of work when they were not so incapable. 


76. Realising, however, that a certain amount of laxity in 
certification had always existed, representatives of the Com- 
mittee discussed with the Ministry, and, later, with repre- 
sentatives of approved societies, certain suggestions for the 
improvement generally of certification, and .these were 
teported to the Conference in October last. Proposals were 
put forward then which were approved by the Conference on 
the assurance given by the Chairman of the Committee that 
regulations embodying the proposals would be put before this 
year’s Conference in order that Panel Committees might have 
an opportunity of criticising them. 

77. The draft regulations now placed before the Conference 
ete for questions of certification of a professional nature 
ing considered by Panel Committees, or any other Committee 
formed in respect of two or more insurance areas, which the 


Ministry recognises for the purpose of dealing with these 
complaints, and for the Panel Committee’s decision and recom- 
mendation going direct to the Minister. 


78. The Committee hopes that with the adoption of the 
— any small amount of laxity which exists in connection 
with certification will disappear, to the . advantage of all 
parties. The addition to existing Article 32 is consequent 
upon the adoption of the new Article. 


79. As the Committee has so far only dealt with the 
Ministry of Health, the Article only applies to England and 
Wales, but the question of its adoption in Scotland will be 
the subject of negotiations with the Department of Health for 
Scotland in the immediate future. 


The Committee therefore recommends :— 


(Recommendation D): That the Conference approve of 
the draft Article set out below, as amended, and 
empower the Insurance Acts Committee, if necessary, 
to vary the wording thereof in order to bring it into 
line with a similar arrangement now being negotiated 
with the Department of Health for Scotland :— 


(1) Where it appears to the Minister, after an 
investigation of the medical certificates issued 
under these regulations by an insurance practitioner 
to insured persons on his list, or to persons for 
whose treatment he is responsible under these 
regulations, that there is a prima facie case for 
considering that the practitioner has failed to 
exercise reasonable care in the issue of such certifi-, 
cates, the Minister may refer the matter for con- 
sideration to the Panel Committee (or to any other 
Committee formed for two or more counties 
which is in his opinion not less representative than 
the several Panel Committees for such areas of the 
practitioners who have entered into agreements 
with the several Insurance Committees for such 
areas for the treatment of insured persons, and any 
reference in this Article to the Panel Committee 
shall be construed as including any such other 
Committee). 

(2) Any reference to the Panel Committee under 
the preceding paragraph shall be accompanied by 
a statement indicating the matters on which it 


appears to- the Minister that an explanation is 


required. 

(3) (a) The Panel Committee shall furnish the 
practitioner concerned with a copy of the said state- 
ment and shall afford him reasonable opportunity 
of submitting to them a statement in writing and of 
appearing before and being heard by them. 
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Report of Insurance-Acts Committees. 


'. . (b) A-copy of any such statement by the prac- 
titioner shall be forwarded to the Minister by the 
Panel Committee for his observations, and a repre- 
sentative or representatives of the Minister shall be 
entitled in case of a hearing to attend and be heard 
by the Panel Committee. 


(4) (a) After duly considering the case the Panel 
Committee shall draw up a report of their findings 
on the question whether there has been a failure on 
the part of the practitioner to exercise reasonable 
care in certification, and if so, what is the extent 
and gravity of the failure, together with a recom- 
mendation as to the action, if any, which should be 
taken by the Minister either by withholding money 
from the Committee under the provisions of para- 
graph (6) of this Article, or otherwise as the Panel 
Committee may think fit. 


(b) The Panel Committee shall forward the 
report to the Minister and shall furnish the practi- 
tioner with a copy of the report. 


(5) (a) The practitioner shall be entitled to appeal 
against any findings of the Panel Committee con- 
tained in the report by sending to the Minister 
notice of appeal within one month from the date on 
which a copy of the report was received by hin, 
and the provisions of Article 42 (5) relating io tlie 
determination of appeals shall apply accordingly. 


(b) If the Minister is dissatisfied with any 
findings or recommendation of the Panel Com- 
mittee in any case referred by him to that Com- 
mittee under paragraph (1) of this Article, he may 
appoint a person or persons to hear and determine 
the matter in the manner proyided in the last pre- 
ceding paragraph, and the provision of that para- 
graph shall apply accordingly. 


(6) After consideration of the findings and recom- 
mendation of the Panel Committee or, if an appeal 
has been made, of the findings of the person or 
persons determining the appeal, the Minister may. 
if he is satisfied that there has been a failure on the 

art of the practitioner to exercise reasonable care 
in certification, withhold such amount as he thinks fit 
from the money payable for the purposes of medical 
benefit to the Committee, and the provisions of 
Article 41, including the practitioner’s right to 
make representations to the Minister, shall apply 
accordingly, provided that, in lieu of any reference 
to the Advisory Committee constituted under 
Article 41, cases arising under this Article shail be 
referred by the Minister to an Advisory Committee 
consisting of not more than persons, of 
whom. shall be nominated by a body which 
is in the Minister’s opinion representative of the 
general body of insurance practitioners, Vv 
Approved Societies, and by the Insurance 
Committees in England and Wales. 


(Recommendation E): That the Conference approve the 
ss consequential addition to existing Article 


32 (3) Where the action of a practitioner in issuing a 
Medical Certificate under these Regulations has been 
referred for the consideration of a Panel Committee 
under Article of these Regulations, such action 
shall not form the subject of an investigation by the 
Medical Service Sub-Committee under this Article. 


EXAMINATION oF INSURED Persons AT HoMF AND 


79a. At the Conference above referred to between representa- 
tives of the Committee and representatives of the Ministry and 


Approved Societies, the latter proposed that on the form of 
certificate (Form Med. 40) there should be inserted in a suitable 
place the alternative words ‘‘at your residence,” ‘‘at my surgery,” 
in order that the deletion by a practitioner of the inappropriate 
words would be an indication to the society as to where the 
examination took place. The societies urged that if they had 
some such indication it would enable them to exercise a greater 
amount of discretion in referring cases to Regional Medical 
Officers, a3 an examination of a few certificates would indicate 
that the member had been visited at his home for a few weeks, in 
which case it would not be necessary to refer it to the Regional 
Medical Officers. The Committee having ascertained that there 
is no risk of a practitioner being penalized who omits to strike 
out the inappropriate words feels that the proposal is one which 
should receive the approval of the Conference. 


The Committee recommends :— 
(Recommendation F ): That the Conference approves the 
insertion in a suitable place in Form Med. 40, the alter- 
native words “ at your residence,” ‘‘ at my surgery.” 


NATIONAL FORMULARY. 


(Continuation of paras, 40-43 of Annual Report.) 

80. The Committee is pleased to report the undoy 
success of the recently-issued National Formulary for Nati 
Health Insurance purposes. The formulary has already 0 
adopted in nearly 50 out of. the 128 insurance 
England, and is likely to be adopted in the bulk of the 
remainder at an early date. The first 10,000 copies y, 
exhausted some weeks ago, necessitating a further reprint. 


DANGEROUS DRUGS ACTS REGULATIONS, 
(Continuation of paras, 44-45 of Annual Report.) 

81. Insurance and other medical practitioners have yo; 
their opinions in no uncertain manner as to certain Unsatj 
factory provisions of the Dangerous Drugs Acts and Re # 
tions, so much so that a resolution urging the Council of the 
Association to take action in the matter was passed at the 
A.R.M. in July, 1929, on identical terms with the recom. 
— submitted below for consideration by the Cop. 
erence. 


82. It is felt that the existing requirement whereby ajj 
preparations containing any proportion of heroin are made 
subject to the Dangerous Drugs Regulations are unnecegsg 
and should be brought into line with the requirements 
applicable to morphine and its salts, i.e., that only prepara. 
tions which contain one-fifth per cent. or more of morphine 
and its salts come under the operation of these Acts and 
Regulations. 


83. The legislation in question was adopted for Great 
Britain consequent upon deliberations of the International 
Hague Convention, and the Association is of opinion that the 
British Government should not enter into obligations under 
the International Convention involving medical questions 
until the opinion of the British medical profession had been 
ascertained.. The Committee hopes, therefore, the Conference 
will pass in no uncertain voice the following recommendation 
- to bm above, supporting the Council of the Association jy 
its action :— 


(Recommendation G): That the Conference supports the 
Council of the British Medical Association in its effort 
to obtain amendment of Section 3 of the 1995 
Dangerous Drugs Act, and recommends that heroin 
and its salts should come under the same conditions 
as morphine and its salts; also that the Council 
should on all possible occasions urge the Government 
not to enter into International Conventions involving 
-medieal questions until the opinion of the medical 
profession has been ascertained. ‘ 


STATISTICS. 

84. The Committee, at the request of the Conference, has 
for some years now been engaged in collecting statistics as to 
the attendance given by insurance practitioners to insured 
persons. Difficulty was experienced, however, in securing an 
adequate number of practitioners willing to undertake the 
arduous work of recording attendances and visits given by 
them to their insured patients. The Committee wishes to 
place on record its appreciation of the labour of those practi- 
tioners who have taken the trouble to keep a record of their 
work in this connection. A special appeal made in the Autumn 
of 1928 to Panel Committees resulted in a considerable increase 
in the number of practitioners furnishing statistics in respect 
of 1929. The number is still below the minimum which the 
Committee considers necessary, namely, ten per cent. of the 
practitioners on the medical list in each area. 


85. It must be realised that unless the Committce has the 
support of the Panel Committees and their constituents in 
this matter it cannot secure the necessary data whicl: it has 
been instructed by the Conference to obtain. The Committee 
has thought it advisable, therefore, to publish the appended 
statement as to the activities of Panel Committees throughout 
the country in this matter. (See Appendix.)

CURRENT NOTES. | 


Dr. W. J. Mayo’s Visit to the Manchester Meeting. 
‘ApprectaTion of the value of his recent visit to this 
country is expressed by Dr. W. J. Mayo in an article 
published in the issue for August 21st of the Proceedings 
of the Staff Meetings of the Mayo Clinic, a weekly publi- 
cation. Dr. Mayo comments on the contributions to 
medical science of France, Germany, Scotland, England, 
Wales, and Ireland; he makes special mention of the 
hospitals of Great Britain, and of Guy’s Hospital in 
particular. In a short account of the Annual Meeting of 
the British Medical Association at Manchester (‘‘ one of 
the finest meetings of any medical society I ever had the 
pleasure of attending”’) he says that these congresses 
seem to him to be more formal than are the corresponding 
ones held in the United States; he was particularly im- 
pressed by the procession to Manchester Cathedral. With 
regard to the scientific programme of the Annual Meeting, 
which he describes as most interesting, he writes: ‘I will 
reserve some future time to comment on the papers that 
were presented and the methods of presenting them, noting 
now only that the meetings were called on time, the men 
held to their time, most of them spoke .withont manuscript, 
and the programme covered not only a wide range of 
subjects, but brought in papers -and discussions on 
ancillary sciences which were most illuminating.” 


Annual Meeting of the Association Professionnelle 
Internationale des Medecins. 

The annual meeting of the A.P.I.M. was held this year 
in Berlin, at the house of the Medical Chamber of the 
Province of Brandenburg, from September 26th to 28th. 
The president was Dr. Farkas (representative of Jugo- 
slavia), and there were also present representatives from 
Austria, Dantzig, Denmark, France, Germany, Great 


Britain, Holland, Hungary, Lithuania, Luxembg 
Norway, Sweden, and Switzerland. The representative 
Greece was prevented from attending on account of ites 
and Greece and Poland were represented by deputic, 
in the persons of Dr. Decourt of France and Dr, Alfred 
Cox of Great Britain. There are now 29 national gro 
affiliated to the association. The proceedings included dis. 
cussions of reports on the subjects about which questionarie 
had been issued during the preceding year—namely; the 
illegal exercise of the profession of medicine; legal defeng 
ot the individual doctor; administrative measures .for the 
reduction of maternal mortality; the methods of dealj 
with road accidents; and a day was taken up in disengsipe 
reports from the various countries on the question of 
national health insurance, a subject of acute and, in 
painful interest in several of the countries. An assistant 
secretary of the International Labour Office at Genera 
attended, 2nd discussed with the conference the relations 
of his Office with the A.P.I.M. In view of the growj 
importance of the relations of the International Labour 
Office with the subject of social insurance, it was resolved 
to hold the next meeting of the conference at Geneva 
beginning October 9th, 1930. The president at that confer. 
ence will be Dr. Rystedt of Sweden. <A full report of the 
conference will he presented later by the Medical Seeretary 
to the Council of the British Medicai Association. 


The Library of the Association. 


The attention of members is directed to the fact thas 
the Library and Reading Room of the Association has heen 
transferred to the Hastings Hall and has been entirely 
refurnished and refitted. A separate table is now pr- 
vided for each reader, so that he or she may work in 
comfort and quiet. The Library contains over 30,000 
volumes, including books in all branches of medicine, and 
a collection of Theses de Paris (1892-1929) and Thoses 
de Lyon (1894-1919) believed to be unique in this country, 
The aim is to provide a really practical up-to-date service, 
and thus the facilities offered are being continually ex. 
tended as the demand increases. Every important medical 
hook in the English language is added on publication, and 
most of the leading medical periodicals of the world are 
taken. The Librarian and Assistant Librarian are in attend- 
ance, and are always willing to assist members in the 
selection or location of ‘modern boeks or to find references 
on any medical subject. The Library is open from 10 a. 
to 6.30 p.m. (Saturdays until 1 p.m.). 


Lending Library. 

Tn addition to the facilities whereby members can consu't 
books, ete., in the Library, books in all branches of medicine 
and the allied sciences can be obtained on lean by members 
free of charge (other than any postage). Volumes may 
ordinarily be retained for a period of twenty-eight days, 
but if a particular book is in urgent demand by other 
members the Librarian has power to recall it after fourteen 
days. The facilities thus provided are heing made use ef 
to an increasing extent. All communications about the 
borrowing or returning of books shou! be addressed to 
the Librarian at the Association’s House.

Salaries of Whole-time Public Health Medical Officers. 

Sir,—It is a well-known fact that a few only of the assist- 
ants employed in the public health service can ever hope to 
have the good fortune of being the chief in a department, and 
vet it will be seen that in the recommendations agreed upon 
for presentation to the Representative Body of the British 
Medical Association and to the associations ot the various local 
authorities the maximum salary suggested for assistants 
(Section 2) is £700 per annum, after reaching which they have 
to be at the mercy of the employing local authority for any 
further increase—that is, after sticking at £700 for four or five 
years. How many local authorities, I ask, will sanction a 
further increase (as suggested in Sections 1 and 2, paragraph 5) 
if they can possibly avoid it? Furthermore, there is no mention 
made of any recognition of long and faithful service under one 
authority, even though, as is usual, the duties and responsi- 
bilities of the assistants increase yearly, and in many instances 
are not confined to one special branch only of the service, but 
extend ever all branches. For instance, an assistant may be 
under one authority for fifteen or twenty years and have to 
perform duties requiring efficiency in each branch of the service, 
and perhaps even deputize for the chief during his absence, 
and yet his salary, according to the recommendations, will only 
be £700 per annum until he retires on a pension. 

It is to be earnestly hoped that such a fate is not to be the 
reward for long service and experience, and that prompt steps 
will be taken by all assistants, if not already too iate, to have 
a saving clause or two added to the recommendations, such, for 
example, as ‘‘ That officers included in Section 1, after serving 
ten or fifteen years under one authority, be put on the scale 
for those in Section 2, and likewise officers in Section 2, 
after ten or fifteen years’ service, be put on the scale for those 
in Section 3,’ thereby giving them a chance of rising to a 
maximum of £700 (including emoluments) in the case of the 
resident group and £1,100 in the case of the non-resident 
group, after a period of about twenty years, by which time the 
maximum would have been well deserved.—I am, etc.,

LONDON INSURANCE COMMITTEE. 
Co-ordination of Health Services. 

At the meeting of the London Insurance Committee on 
September 26th, endorsement was given to a resolution forwarded 
from the National Association of Insurance Committees that, 
having in view the administration of the Local Government Act, 
1929, the co-ordination of local health services is desirable, and 
that there should be reciprocal arrangements for the co-option of 
members between insurance committees and local authorities. It 
appeared to the committee that the knowledge and experiens 
gained by its members in connexion with the discharge of their 
administrative functions under the National Health Insurance 
Acts rendered them specially fitted for taking part in the duties 
which would be transferred to the London County Council under 
the new Act. It was agreed to ask the council to give careful 
consideration to the quesiion of making provision for the direct 
representation of the Insurance Committee on the Public Assis- 
tance Committee and on the various local committees to be 
zppointed, and also, if possible, on the Central Public Health 
Committee. 


Employment of Assistants. 
The committee, in a number of cases, withdrew a sanction 
previously given to practitioners to employ assistants. In most 


of the cases, since the sanction was given, the services 
assistant had been dispensed with, and the practitioner the 
entered into partnership with a colleague. had 


Disciplinary Action. 

In two cases in which a breach of the medical certificat; 
rules was proved against a practitioner, the Minister of Heal 
on the request of the committee, decided to withhold in each ty, 
the sum of £5 from the money payable to the co re 
in respect of medical benefit with a view to a correspondi 
deduction being made from the remuneration of the Practition 
In four other cases in which practitioners had failed to f 
the regional medical officer within the time specified with certa} 
required information in connexion with patients referred to }j 
from approved societies, the Minisier of Health decided not to 
withold remuneration on this occasion, but to warn the practi, 
tioners that if it was reported to him on a future occasion that 
they had failed to carry out their obligations, he would have yo 
alternative but to take that course. The same _ procedure was 
followed in another case in which it was found that the medical 
records had not been kept by the practitioner in accordance yw; 
instructions. Out of record cards examined, only 129 
entries of attendances or visits over the period of iwelve months 

In twelve cases in which prescriptions had been proved by the 
committee to have been wrongly dispensed, sums ranging’ from 

1 to £3 were deducted from the remuncration of the chemists 
concerned. In four new cases investigated by the committee the 
chemists were cautioned or censured, in another case recommended » 
for a fine, and in yet another case, in which inaccurate dispensj 
was proved, and also the fact that on three occasions the 
chemists had refused to accept insurance prescriptions presen 
to» them, it was decided to make representations to the Minister 
that the continuance of this firm on the list of persons supplyj 
drugs and appliances would be prejudicial to the efficiency of the 
pharmaceutical service of the insured.
